The 
generally accepted one, however, was 
that the barge, heavily loaded with 
sailors and marines returning from 
shore leave, was towed into the heavy 
swells of a passing steamboat. Rising 
for a moment like a cork the barge 
then plunged into the trough between 
two waves, one of which broke over 
the side and swamped it. 
Instantly the choppy water became 
dotted with struggling, shouting men 
intermingled with floating packages

The 
separation of men offenders from avo- 
men Is not so recent an improvement 
as that of dissociating the mentally 
feeble from the mentally strong, tile 
sam e from tin* insane, the old from 
the young. 
Those held for trial are 
uo longer confined 
Avith those con­ 
victed of grave crimes. 
The aecidial 
ta! lawbreaker is not indiscriminately 
thrown iii with tho habitual criminal. 
One of the greatest changes in tho 
treatment of prisoners has taken place 
in the last ti\t? years. 
In 1905 Dr. J. 
It. Ransom, physician to Dannemora 
prison, New York, showed that from 40 
to Ho per cent of all deaths among the 
prison population in the United States 
was due to tuberculosis. 
Many prisons have been of ancient 
build; the jails hive been particularly 
unhealthy: tile cells, Dr. Ransom r«* 
ported, in nearly all of the prisons 
were dam p and so constrtictisl its t>> 
lie virtually impervious to sunlight. 
These, together with other factors. 
have been the chief causes.
